Showneetown Ferry Makes Lost Trip Across Establish Special B 2 5 C r d S H e S i l l H e a v i l y 
Ohio River with Opening of New Bridge

SHAWNEETOWN, III U' P> — A 146 year 
transportation era ended today when the 
Shawneetown ferry made its last trip across 
the Ohio River between Illinois and Ken­ 
tucky. 
A new five-mil lion-dollar bridge between 
the two states opened to traffic at 2 p. rn. 
Traffic now can whisk across the 3.300-foot 
span in 2 minutes, compared with a ferry 
ride of about IO minutes. 
The “Lucy” and "Guy L.,” diesel-powered 
towboats that pushed the ferry barges, will 
be auctioned off June 14 by the state of Ken 
tucky, which bought out the late ( apt. Guy 
Lambert and his fellow stockholders of the 
Shawneetown Ferry Co. 
Thus will end an era that began in 1810 
when the Randolph County Court granted 
Alexander Wilson a license “to keep the ferry 
from Shawanee Town.” 
In 1814, William II. Harrison, governor 
of the Indiana Territory, granted Wilson a 
federal franchise. This stayed in the Wilson 
family until 1921 when Lambert bought it 
and an inadequate ferry boat from Jam es IL 
and Bluford Wilson, descendants of Alexan­ 
der. 
Helped Build Boats 
Lambert had been a river mail carrier 
with his own boat, “Tho Uncle Sam,” between 
Rosiclare and Shawneetown. 
He paid $5,000 
for the franchise and ferryboat, which he 


dubbed “The Louse” because of the poor 
job it did. 
Lambert s daughter, Mrs. Myrtle Schwan* 
der, recalls her father had to plead with his 
wife for permission to buy the ferry. 
Mrs 
Lam bert believed, as did others, that it was a 
white elephant. 
“ My father said ‘I can see cars coming 
and traffic will grow and it will make mon­ 
ey’,” Mrs. Schwander recalled. 
“He had one 
of the first cars and after he bought the 
ferry he built the barges to carry cars. The 
‘Louse’ and ‘The Uncle Sam’ would only carry 
foot passengers.” 
Shawneetown merchants urged Lambert 
to buy and improve the ferry' service, because 
at that time many Kentuckians crossed the 
river to trade here. 
And so Lambert did. 
When he couldn’t buy a boat or barge 
to his specifications, he would have one built. 
Mrs. Schwander said he took a hand himself 
in building some craft. 
Humor and Tragedy 
History books show that the 1956 fare 
of 75 cents for autos and IO cents for pedes­ 
trians was a bargain. 
In 1810, Wilson got 
these fares: 
Wagon and four horses or oxen, $1.50; 
man on horse, 50 cents; adults afoot, 25 cents; 
cattle, 12Mi cents each; sheep or hogs, 91* 
cents each. 
The ferry ran without interruption ex­ 
cept during flood.

Ancient Scrolls 
Tell of Buried 
Jordan Treasure 


LONDON dpt — Accounts of fab­ 
ulous gold and silver hoards 
in­ 
scribed 
on two 
ancient copper 
scrolls 
might 
send 
a wave 
of 
treasure - hunters 
into Jordan, 
scholars said today. 
The fact that past stories of 
buried treasure in the Middle East 
have failed to materialize or that 
old landmarks have been covered 
up probably will not discourage 
adventurers 
seeking 
to get rich 
quick, they said. 
Details of the scrolls, found on 
the western shores of the 
Dead 
Sea by Bedouins, were disclosed 
Thursday in Manchester and Am­ 
man, Jordan. 
When they were first discovered 
they 
were expected to 
contain 
Biblical writings as had previous 
papyrus scrolls. 
Instead, they re­ 
ported the existence of a 2,000- 
year-old secret of 200 tons of bur­ 
ied treasure. 
The 
scrolls indicated 
it was 
buried in the ranges from East 
Hebron to Mount Gerzim 
near 
Nablus, a .stretch of 50 miles in 
Jordan near ihe Israel border west 
of the Dead Sea. 
Most of it 
ap­ 
peared to be in the city of Jerus­ 
alem. 
The scrolls were believed buried 
by members of the 
Essenes, 
an 
historic Jewish sect whose settle­ 
ment was destroyed by the Ro­ 
mans in 68 A. I).

Court Upholds 
Conviction 


Of Dr. Sheppard 


COLUMBUS, Ohio OB — Defense 
attorneys for Dr. Samuel H. Shep­ 
pard today considered taking to 
the U. S Supreme Court their ap­ 
peal from the osteopath’s life sen­ 
tence for tile slaying of his wife. 
The Ohio Supreme Court, in 
a 
5-2 decision late Thursday, upheld 
Sheppard’s 
conviction 
for 
the 
bludgeon-staying of his wife Mari­ 
lyn. 
The case was a nationwide sen­ 
sation in late 1954 when the 
31- 
year-old Bay Village, Ohio, man 
was brought to trial. 
The prosecution 
claimed 
that 
Sheppard viciously killed his wile 
with more than 30 blows from 
a 
blunt instrument. The state also 
presented testimony alleging that 
the handsome suburban Cleveland 
doctor 
had affairs 
with 
other 
women. 
Sheppard was convicted in 
De­ 
cember, 
1954, 
and 
sentenced to 
life 
imprisonment. 
He entered 
Ohio Penitentiary 
last 
summer 
after preliminary appeals to win 
a new trial or freedom laded. 
Under Ohio law, Sheppard is not 
eligible for a parole until he serves 
at least IO years of the life sen­ 
tence given to him for second de­ 
gree murder. 
In 
its decision,

preme Court held that the jury 
had a “duty to convict” Sheppard
